And by the 
end of day two, after eight rounds of 

. play, a field of more than 400 had 
been trimmed down to 32 players in 
each of three age groups. 


The 32 quickly became 16, then 8, 
and ultimately turned into the top 
4 competitors from each age group. 
Some had come within sight of the 
title before—Andrew Knaack had 
made top 8 at the 2004 Worlds in 
the same age group, 11-14, Takashi 
Yoneda’s older brother had been 
the Champion in that group, and 
Jefre Robert was a_ semi-finalist 
just a few years back—but most 


were experiencing the Championship 
spotlight for the first time. And 
every one of them showed stamina, 
sportsmanship, and talent. 

The moments of drama were 
spectacular. Jeremy Maron and Ross 
Cawthon fought down to the wire 
in their final battle in the 15 and up 
group, the clock ultimately crowning 
Maron the winner. The tension 
around Champion Stuart Benson 
and Takashi Yoneda’s last game in 
the 11-14 finals was obvious. And 
Geoffrey Sauk’'s concession with 
two Prize cards left caught almost 
everyone by surprise, including the 
new Champion for the 10 and under 
group, Curran Hill. 


In the end, the 2005 Pokémon TCG 
World Championships handed out 
tens of thousands of dollars in 
scholarships, mountains of fantastic 
prizes, and lots of memories for players 
from all over the globe. And the journey 
to the next World Championships 
begins now as players prepare for 
August 2006 in Anaheim, California!
